A TRIP TO THE THA-DISTRICT - 
OF KU-LO.:" 
(From a, Correspondént )” 
{Concluded.) : ; 

‘On the morning of the 15th instant, we 
once more took leave of our hospitable Chi- 
nese friends. The moroing -air was freal 
and invigorating, the exhilarating effect of 
which, however, was slightly marred by an 
adverse North Westerly wind, causing, in 
consequence of the mecting of wind and 
tide, spray to dash occasionally into our 
little boat. .In due course of time we reach- 
ed-the Lown of Lung-kong, where we had 
an opportunity afforded ‘us of seeing in a 
small enclosure upwards of 2° millions of 
silk worms, the proprietor of which inform- 
ed us that in the course of a day or two, 
they would form themselves into.. cocoons, 
We askéd to be allowed to enter-a chamber 
where, it was said, Silkworms were being 
fed with Mulberry -leaves, .This request, 
however, was politely, but firmly refused, 
upon the ground that our presence would, 
in all probability, disturb the Worms at. 
their repast. It seems that’ many persons 
are prohibited from éntering such places, 
and to auol an extent do the suporstitious 
feelings of ‘the rearers of the Silkworms 
prevail, that the presence of women, who 
are in-what is generally termed an interest- 
ing stato, is strictly. probibited. ‘he. pro- 
prietor of the establishinent was, neverthe- 
lozs, kind enough to bring ‘afew worms from 
this Sanctum Sanctorum for our inspection. 
These'useful créatures, which were placed 
on a tray, wore greedily. devouring their 
noonday’s meal. -From Tun-kong we pro- 
ceeded: direct to Sai ‘Chiu Shan,—a place 0 
justly famous for -its hermitagos; water- 
falls, and caves. The hermitages, built on 
the slopes of the mountain, were much ad- 
mired by us, The structure of these edi- 
fices is so ‘essentially Chinese as to remind 
the foreign visitor of the pictures of Chinese 
temples .and.‘laudscape gardening, which 
it was his custom ‘occasionally to see in 
landa of the far West. One of the princi- 
pal.caves,. we learned, was onthe top of 
the mountain,- and. being resolved to ‘see 
everything that was to be seen, we at once 
made the ascent;. This was attended 
with great difficulties, the paths in wauy 
instances ‘being. ‘very narrow and elip-. 
pery.’ Indeed: so’ muoh. .was:.this the 
case that at intervals it was clear that 
to stumble was to fall.headlong over 
the adjacent precipices. Qn ourarrival at 
the “cave we found that-the great exertions 
which we had undergone, were -not at.all 
Yequited, inasmuch as the cavern, although 
possibly at somo former time worthy of the 
name, is: certainly not :e0 now. At the 
positive peril of our lives we retraced our 
steps, and were nota little delighted; when 
we found ourselves dries more safely scated: 
in the hermitage below, From the top af 
the mountain we had a magnificent view 
of the surrounding ‘courttry.. The | plain 
which stretches from the base of the Sai 
‘Ohiu-Shan. - to --the banks of.. the 
western branch of the Canton river, is liter-: 
ally ‘bestudded with towns, villages, and 
hamlets, ‘The villages sspecfally ayy 


beautiful. appearance, being enbosomed in 
the midat -of umbrageous trees: Whilst 
gazing upon ‘this protty landscape, we were 
reminded of the mortality of man by a long 
funeral proceasion. which’ was winding its 
way-through the plain: Se long was this 
cortege that it took a quarter ofan hour to 
pass & given. point, All the persons forming 
this solemn train ‘were’ clad in Jong white 
robes, the effect of which, as ‘seen from.the 
top. of the mountain, was-very imposing. 
Ag the sun was rapidly. approaching the 
Western horizon, -we were warned that it 
was time to withdraw from this fairy apot, 
and to hasten to. the town of Shek-Wan, 
where it -was our. intention to pass -the 
night. Un our way to this.town, we visited 


| And judging from the innumerable rafts of 
timber, which we saw leaving. this town 
we concluded that the timber trade was un- 
commonly brisk. - When.we arrived at 
Shek-Wan, night had fairly set in; and 
being unable to find the -residence of the 
Chinese gentleman whose intention.it was 
to entertain-us, we were obliged to pasa the 
night.in.our boats.- As our. Ma-leng-teng 
was very small, this, of course, waz attended 
\with much inconvenience. . At break of 
day, anxious to escape from opr uncom- 
fortable-berths, and seeing on the bank of 
| the river a detached’ farmhouse, we landed 
aud asked the houschelder to allot ua-a 
room in which.to perform our morning ab- 
lutions, The: worthy farmer received us 
kindly,—and, having acceded. to: our re~ 
quest, said we -were at- liberty ‘to occupy 


any of the rooms we: thought most conve- 


nient, . Eutering ond of these apartments, 
we were almost overwhelined by the fear- 
ful:smell arising from the corpse of a youth, 
who, we were subasquently told, had‘die 

four days previously of ‘fever. .-Nor was 
this bad odour confined ‘to the room where 


the corpse Jey. - Indeed it pervaded every. 
18 


chamber of the house, and further confirm: 
ed.us in our belief that the olfactory nerves 
ofthe Ohinese are not. by any means of a 
sensitive nature. We discovered, however, 
an outhouse which very well anawered 
the purpose for which. we required it. 
Having breakfasted, we entered the town 
of Shek-Wan,. for the purpoas of visit- 
ing the potteries, In this redpect we were 
highly gratified, for nut only was au oppor- 
tunity afforded us of seeing the mode in 
which the.pots are made, but also of ‘in- 
specting the vast furnaces in which they 
are baked. Thoae furnaces are employed 
by ‘day and night, and so great is the lurid 
plate which arises from them during the 
ours of darkness as: to ‘illumine. the. hea- 
vens, With regard to the treatment which 
we received at'the hands of the people of 
this place, we cannot write in very fintter- 
ing terms, but entertaiu a shrewd suspicion 
that as far as. rudeness is concerned, the 
Shex-Wan-ites do not greatly surpasd ‘tho 
potters of the more civilised countries of 
the globe. -We were now anxious to extend 
our journey to Fatahan,—a large town this, 
which we reached at noon. Upon our arri- 
yal there, the firat feature that presented it- 
self to the view was the vast boat population 
which thronged its creeks. We debarked 
‘at the wharf called the Ma-Pin, and imme- 
Giately vended. our way to the principal 
temples of which the town can. boast, They 
are three in number, and are respectively 
dedicated to the Gods Kwan-Tai, Pak-Sai, 
and the Goddess Tien-How. Of these 
three temples, the most extensive is ‘the 
oné in honour-of Pak-Tai, It is. built of 
granite and presents. a somewhat imposing 
appearance. In the square, in front of this 
temple, there is a pond containing turtles, 
‘whitch, by the Chinese, are considered as 
sacred to the idol, The streets of Fat-Shan 
are. upon the wholo-nest and clean, ‘and the 
shops and stores which constitnte them 
equal; in many respects, to those in the 
city of Canton.. The trade. of the place is 
very extensive, and no wonder, as the town 
itself is located near the confluence of three 
large: streams. But though’ this city is 
celebrated for its good’ situation, and the 
riches, of its commerce, we cannot say that 
it is at all famous for the civility and polite- 
ness of its inhabitants: It was now time 
for-us to return’ to Canton, and having a 
fair tide, we found ourselves, after an 
agreaable run of two hours, at our respec- 
tive homes. And thus ..vas brought to a 
closé one ‘of the most agreeable trips which,- 
during our-stay in China, it has ever been 
our privilege to make, cee

The Straits Times “is infected with the 
prevalent desire to discuss the reasons 
why. trade hus—or-ia alleged to have~- 
fallen off:.

But what we. wish to do at 
present is to point out-some facts whic 
tend to prove the fallacy“of ‘the prevalent 
opinion as to thé unexceptionabla dulness 
of busineaa all over the world, ard.to make 
oar that things are not 0 very dull ‘after 
all. oe sod 


There is first of all the great progres. 
making in the extensidti of steam -commus 
niostion—witness the lines ‘of steamers 
which are either already, or are being, 
established betweensEngland and Ching 
round the Capa and by this Colony. -The 
Ocean Company's steamers firat led the way 
in this line, and we have reason to believe 
have proved very -suécesaful in a fivancial 
point of view, no‘greater proof of-which can 
be giveu than the fuct that an opposition 
line. of. steamers is being onganised by the: 
same route, There is room for both, wa 
believe, and lower ratés for freight and pass- 
age will be fully made up by the increase in 
the traffic and in the number of passengers. 
The: Ocean Company started this line so 
pluckily, and success seemed at first so du- 
bious, that we are sure everybody will wish 
them’ continued proaperity,- and all’ who 
have it in their power will be ready and 
willing to give them every support, .They 
have met, with a misfortune of some magni- 
tudo in the accident to the Ajax in Shanghai 
river, but we hope they will be ablo to. coma 
ont of this without any such great logs after...

In addition to tlie above lines of steamers, 
we bave to notice the progress made by an- 
other company nearer at hand, which has 
been in existence for some time, and which 
has been slowly but surely extending. its 
ramifications.over the Indian sea-board, the 
Straits, and the Java Seas,. We allude to 
the British Steem Navigation Company, 
who we believe are contemplating running
